To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1956. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  Coseley  has  been  satisfactory  as 
shown  by  the  Vital  Statistics. 

There  has  again  been  a slight  increase  in  both  the  crude  and 
standardised  birth  rates  at  16.15  and  14.8  respectively,  and  a shght 
increase  in  the  estimated  population. 

Infant  mortality  accounted  for  19  deaths  during  the  year. 
The  rate  per  1,000  births  is  somewhat  higher  at  35.1  than  last  year, 
but  9 of  the  19  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  standardised  death  rate  has  risen  slightly  from  11.24  to 
14.31  per  1,000  deaths,  slightly  more  than  half  of  the  total  of 
317  deaths  being  of  persons  aged  65  or  over. 

There  were  365  notifications  of  infectious  disease  and  Whooping 
Cough  was  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year,  in  spite  of  the 
protection  afforded  by  immunisation.  Although  11  notifications  of 
diphtheria  were  received,  only  one  case  was  confirmed  and  there 
were  no  deaths.  There  are  still  many  parents  who  fail  to  avail 
themselves  of  immunisation  against  this  disease,  and  it  is  a most 
important  preventative  measure  especially  in  this  area  W'hich  has 
had  big  outbreaks  in  the  recent  past. 
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Only  2 of  the  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  were  confirmed  and 
there  w'ere  no  deaths.  A small  number  of  children  were  given 
Polivirin,  the  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  Parents  are  strongly  advised 
to  consent  to  this  procedure  when  it  can  be  afforded  to  them  as 
supplies  become  available. 

There  are  no  significant  changes  to  report  in  the  incidence  or 
death  rate  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  houses  represented  during  the  year  amounts  to 
234,  of  this  total  91  houses  were  represented  individually  under 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  143  were  those  in  the 
Wallbrook  Clearance  Areas,  a representation  regarding  these 
having  been  made  on  the  last  day  of  the  year.  The  collection  of  the 
necessary  information  in  connection  with  this  large  number  of 
houses  put  an  additional  burden  on  the  staff  of  the  Department. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  the 
staff  of  the  County  Borough  of  Dudley  to  carry  out  some  of  the 
work  of  meat  inspection  in  Coseley.  This  was  necessary  owing  to 
shortage  of  staff  and  the  large  amount  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
District,  and  the  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

Increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  Food  Hygiene.  It  is 
only  by  repeated  visits  and  continual  surveillance  that  the  necessity 
for  hygiene  methods  in  the  preparation  of  foodstuffs  can  be  im- 
pressed on  food  handlers. 

There  are  still  several  intractable  problems  to  be  faced  before 
an  improvement  can  be  obtained  in  the  difficult  matter  of  Atmos- 
pheric Pollution,  although  there  is  abundant  evidence  of  willingness 

to  improve  matters  amongst  industrial  concerns,  all  of  whom  were 
supplied  with  a copy  of  a Descriptive  Summary  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956,  during  the  year.  An  Inspector  on  the  staff  of  the  Alkali 
Inspectorate  visited  one  of  the  industrial  plants  and  although  he 
considered  that  the  firm  was  taking  all  practicable  preventive 
measures,  there  are  still  complaints  of  nuisance  being  caused. 

It  is  a matter  for  considerable  concern  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  there  were  two  vacancies  on  the  establishment  of  Public 
Health  Inspectors  which  could  not  be  filled  despite  repeated 
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advertisements.  There  is  a shortage  of  qualified  inspectors  through- 
out the  country  and  it  seems  particularly  unfortunate  that  suitable 
applicants  cannot  be  procured  for  work  in  Coseley  which  has  so 
many  housing  and  other  environmental  problems. 

One  person,  an  elderly  infirm  lady  of  over  80  years  of  age,  was 
admitted  to  Burton  Road  Hospital,  Dudley  as  being  incapable  of 
maintaining  herself  owing  to  physical  and  mental  incapacity.  This 
was  done  as  an  emergency  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  and  the  individual  has  to  be 
detained  indefinitely  by  means  of  the  Magistrate's  Orders.  This 
was  the  first  occasion  when  these  powers  had  been  used  in  Coseley. 

1 am  grateful  to  Councillor  Mrs.  Turton,  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  for  her  advice 
and  support. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  has  given  good  service  and  my 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  co- 
operation. His  extensive  knowledge  of  the  problems  of  the 
district  has  been  of  great  value  during  a year  of  change  and  shortage 
of  staff.

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 

There  were  2 cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year, 
these  were  brothers  aged  5 and  8 years.  Of  the  8 cases  of  dysentery 
notified,  none  were  confirmed  although  one  case,  a male  aged  8 was 
amended  to  food  poisoning. 

The  organisms  isolated  from  specimens  from  the  two  brothers 
were  Salmonella  Stanley  and  from  the  other  boy  Typhi  Murium.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Water  Company  and  by  the  County  Borough  of  Wolverhampton 
and  Bilston  Corporation. 

The  quality  of  the  water  in  all  areas  has  been  good  and  twelve 
analyses  in  1956  have  all  been  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Councit 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  we  have  seen  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  put  on  the 
Statute  Book.  The  main  reason  is  to  obtain  a cleaner  atmosphere, 
by  removing  or  at  least  reducing  the  many  causes  of  pollution.  It 
is  not  only  for  the  industrial,  but  the  domestic  smoke  (so  long 
overlooked)  that  the  Act  has  been  framed.  Therefore,  it  behoves 
all  to  give  active  co-operation  to  bring  into  being  the  condition 
envisaged  by  the  Beaver  Committee,  which  is  clean  air  (relatively 
speaking)  within  hfteen  years.  Unfortunately  no  mention  is  made 
of  the  fumes  and  black  smoke  from  road  vehicle  engines,  exhausted 
at  the  lowest  level  to  the  discomfort  of  pedestrians. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  increased 
during  the  year  by  nearly  four  thousand,  this  of  course  requires 
inspection  at  slaughterhouses.  So  far  a hundred  percentage 
inspection  has  been  obtained,  but  the  shortage  of  qualified  inspec- 
tors, places  a greater  responsibility  on  the  remaining  Inspectorate. 

Housing  is  still  much  to  the  fore,  and  I think  that  Coseley  can 
claim  to  have  dealt  with  as  many  Individual  Houses  as  anv  other 
Local  Authority  of  similar  size. 

My  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  to  officials  of  all  Departments,  also  to  all  members  of 
the  Health  Department,  for  each  has  played  his  or  her  part  unstint- 
ingly.

Sewers. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture & Fisheries,  83  sewer  manholes  were  test  baited  of  which  only 
I had  to  be  rebaited  and  then  poison  baited. 

Dwelling  Houses. 

234  houses  were  visited  in  regard  to  complaints  of  rats  and  66  of 
mice,  and  the  necessary  treatments  given. 

Business  Premises. 

Post  and  test  baitings  have  been  made  at  business  premises, 
and  when  required  full  treatments  have  been  carried  out,  but  we 
have  no  annual  contracts  with  these  premises. 

Council  Owned  Properties. 

Tips,  brook  courses,  etc.,  have  been  post  baited  and,  when 
found  necessary,  the  required  treatments  have  been  applied. 

Private  House  Drains. 

38  drains  were  opened  by  this  Department,  and  on  a few 
occasions  the  gully  emptier  had  to  be  engaged.  Payment  was  made 
for  these.  17  others  were  rodded  without  results  and  no  charge 
was  made. 

Air  Pollution. 

Premises  carrying  out  processes  which  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  undoubtedly  emanate  the 
greatest  amount  of  pollution,  and  I would  say  that  an  intensive 
research,  on  a national  basis  into  the  whole  problem  of  exempted 
industrial  processes,  is  urgently  necessary. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  relationship  between  industrial 
premises  and  the  Council  is  a happy  one,  and  I believe  that  they 
have  a genuine  desire  to  have  a cleaner  air  condition. 

The  common  practice  of  firing  the  house  chimney  is  one  that 
should  be  dealt  with  in  no  uncertain  manner,  for  during  the  period, 
the  pollution  must  be  somewhat  intense  and  discharged  at  a low 
level,  to  the  annoyance  of  all.
